large exhibitor at world's fairs gives 
to her great exhibit here u prominence 
quite exceptional. It is a wonderland 
of ingenious productions. 
We know 


China best by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 
vast market in the United" States for 
generations. 
Her commercial interests 


therefore prompted her to u>akc a dis- 
play of teas that we should uot for- 
get. 


In sealed glass jars China displays in 


the Liberal Arts Palace some 1,200 
kinds of tea. Young Hyson and Old 
Hyson have a string of tea relations 
longer than the genealogical chain of a 
Plymouth Rock. They are neatly se- 
lected "chops."' in the language of tbe 
tea farmer, and these classes do not 
embrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite -another lot in tlae rather niodf-st 
number of 400, 


The teas exhibited vary in price from 


a few cents a pound to some rare and 
exclusive kinds that are worth their 
weight in gold, the tea in the latter 
cases being placed on one side of the 
scales and pure gold on the other— 
that is to say. the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about $20 gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex- 
clusive leaf is exhibited, and it is 
grown in carefully guarded tea planta- 
tions or gardens right under the shad- 
ows of the great wail of China. Its cul- 
tivation is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial famils' of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 
' Mention has been made of the word 
"chop" in connection with tea, and it 
may be interesting to the everyday 
reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
rious districts of the Chinese empire on

One of tlie Queer SnpcrstitionB of th» 


Went Indies. 


One of tlae queerest of tbe many 


queer superstitions in the West Indies 
Is that of the "Rubba Muninia." or 
ri^er mother, of Jamaica. While the 
colored people laugh to scorn the idea 
of ocean mermaids, nxiny of them firm- 
ly believe that Tvater nymphs inhabit 
every fountain head of the mountain 
streams, which are so numerous in 
their island. 


In the old slavery days the sources 


of such streams were worshiped and 
sacrifices offered to. the "Rubba Mum- 
ma." 
The slaves on the plantations 


used to persuade their overseers or 
masters to sacrifice an ox r.t the foun- 
tain head of the stream which turned 
the wheel of the sujrsr mill, so that 
drought might be averted. Unless the 
"llubba Mumma" was propitiated, the 
slaves contended, she would not send 
down enough water to turn the mail- 
On most of the sugar -e,~lr»tes a bul- 
lock was annually killed for this pur- 
pose. 


The "Rubba Mamma" is still believ- 


ed in, and in time of drought the peas- 
ants still sacrifice a goat or a chicken 
to her. She is said to be marvelously 
beautiful, with a lily white skin, long 
black hair and soft blue eyes. 
She 


conies out of the water at noon ev- 
ery day, sits down on a rock in the 
stream and combs her raven tresses. 
If any Peeping Tom sees her and their 
eyes meet he 3s blasted np<<n the spot, 
but if she does not happen to fee him 
It is Jill right. 


Food is sometimes taken to the river 


head and left there for the "Rnbba 
Mumma." 
The natives will not eat 


the fish of the rivers which she in- 
habits, for they are supposed to be her 
children. It is said that wherever the 
river nymph resides, provided the foun- 
tain is deep and blue, there is a table 
of nnro gold at which she dines. It is ; 
an enchanted table, and at "s«n hoi" 
< 


(noon) it rises for a moment above the j 
surface of the water and quickly sinks ] 


large areas of ground which are often 
mistaken for single plantations. This 
is hard'y ever the case, "as tL~e large 
tracts are very often owned by hun- 
dreds of different men. whose individ- 
ual plots of ground bearing the tea 
plants are carefully mapped out. i-o 
that each individual owner rnuy culti- 
vate and pictf bis own crop of ten. 
Each owner likewise markets his o\vi; 
tea and puts his owu special mark, or 
."chop," on the packages. Hence the 
term "chop" signifies an individual 
growth or picking of tea by one owner. 
In an area of tea land of. say. a thou- 
sands acres, all apparently under cut- 
ownership, there may be some forty, 
fifty or more owners of the plantation 
and consequently a like number o? 
"chops" of tea. 


It must not be imagined that all these 


different owners of tbe tea get the 
same price for their commodity—far 
from it, as each of these individual tea 
growers has his owa secrets for im- 
proving the quality and Savor of ten. 
Take, for instance, the Amoy and Ku- 
chau districts, whence most of the t*v. 
for the United States conies. The own- 
ers of "eh'ops" of tea varying from 10 
to 200 chesls of 50 pounds each bring 
sample.-' of their goods to the various 
foreign merchants for sale. These lat- 
ter turn the Chinese tea growers over 
to the good offices of the foreign or 
American profe.^sional tea taster, who 
passes on the goods as to price. The 
tea taster has the samples infused, not 
boiled, in his presence and passes upon 
the quality, flavor, twazsg and manner 
of curing, fixing a price accordingly, 
from which there is never any varia- 
tion and which the tea grower must ac- 
cept or go elsewhere to dispose of his 
wares. In a single tract of tea kind 
like the one cited above the price has 
ranged from 14 cents, the lowest to 
4S*£ cents, the highest, per pound 
among sixty-one different tea produ- 
cers. A matter of great moment that 
also figures In the price of tea is 
that very often tea rroto the same dis- 
trict will have the various "chops" 
blended together la order to produce 
special flavors.
